OPPOSITION EXPECTED 
FROM BITTER-ENDERS 


Some of Them Have 
Stated That They Con- 
sider the Time Inoppor- 
tune for Congress to Act 
on the Question.

Washington, March 21.—Although 
active steps to declare a state of 
peace by congressional resolution 
are not expected until late this 
week, republican leaders of the sen- 
ate and house are to begin confer- 
¢nees tomorrow on the exact form 
such a declaration should take. 

Some senators and gepresentatives 
want to phrase the peace measure 
in the simplest affirmative terms, 
others prefer to repeal the declara- 
tion of war and go on record as de- 
manding certain concessions from 
Germany, while still others are for 
inclusion of some sort of a declara- 
tion of international policy. 

Bitter-Enders to Oppose. 

The principal opposition to a 
peace declaration is expected to 
come from the treaty irreconcilables 
in the senate, some of whom have 
told the majority leaders they con- 
sider the time inopportune for con- 
gress to take any binding stand on 
the subject. These senators do not 
like even the pending peace resolu- 
tion by Senator Knox, republican, 
Pennsylvania, which reaffirms the 
belief of congress in an interna- 
tional tribunal and disarmament. 

For *the present, however, the 
Knox resolution has the right of 
way so far as the senate program 
is concerned. It was reported by 
the foreign relations committee in 
December and unless present plans 
are changed will form the basis of 
opening discussion of the subject 
late this week on the senate floor. 

Situation in House. 

In the house the situation is less 
definite, the republican leaders there 
having formulated no policy. In De- 
cember they declined to let the 
question of a peace declaration come 
up at all, but many house members 
believe the case may be different 
now that the senate again has re- 
fused to. ratify the treaty. The 
house foreign affairs committee al- 
ready has several peace measures 
before it. and Representative Brit- 
ten, republican, Illinois, announced 
tonight that he would introduce an- 
other tomorrow. 

With the treaty back at the white 
house and nlans for a peace declata- 
tion still in their formative stage, 
a respite of several days generally 
is expected in congressional debate 
on the issues raised in connection 
with the establishment of peace. 


GAS BOMBS URGED 
FOR USE OF POLICE 
AGAINST OUTLAWS 


Baltimore, March 21.—The use by 
police of gas bombs in instances 
such as developed last Friday morn- 
ing, when a negro, barricaded in a 
cellar, held at bay 200 policemen for 
‘three hours, has been suggested by 
Dr. Robert W. Wood, of Johns Hop- 
kins university. 

“1 should favor a lachrymatory 
gas, commonly called tear gas, that 
would temporarily blind the person 
sought by the police, spoiling his 
shooting aim and making him help- 
less,” Dr. Wood said. “Such a gas 
could have been projected into the 
West Saratoga street cellar by the 
simple act of throwing. 

“A plentiful supply of gas gre- 
nades ought to be available to the 
police force ar comparatively small 
cost. However, it should be borne 
in mind that the gas made for war 
purposes was intended to inflict 
heavy casualties, while a gas suit- 
able for use by a police force ought 
not to inflict permanent injury, but 
merely disable temporarily. . 

“A sneezing gas would be effec- 
tive in police work. A sneezing &as, 
mixed with a chloroform gas, also 
should be good, for the former 
would disclose the criminal’s loca- 
tion—in a case like last Friday— 
and the chloroform gas would ren- 
der him tempor-riy .etpless.”

New York, March 21.—While “Big 
Bill” Haywood, I. W. W.°* leader, 
was denouncing at one meeting here 
tonight “indignities” to Which the 
department of justice had subject- 
ed “communists, socialists, anarch- 
ists and Russian workers.” repre- 
sentative Isaa Siegel was announc- 
ing at another gathering thdt 400 
more “reds’’ would be _ deported 
from America within the next four 
weeks. 

According to Mr. Siegel, a mem- 
ber of the house immigration com- 
mittee, the next contingent of 
“reds” to leave these shores will 
not travel “de luxe” like’ their 
comrades on the “soviet ark” Bu- 
ford, nor will Red Cross nurses be 
detailed as ‘‘chaperons.”’ They will 
sail in proad daylight. however, in- 
stead of at midnight, he said. 

Haywood, who spoke at the peo- 
ple’s house under the auspices of 
the American civil liberties bureau, 
“to create a sympathetic spirit” 
for the 116 I. W. W.’s convicted in 
Chicago, was hailed by some of his 
audience as “the American Lenine.” 

“The talk about Russia being 


the darkest spot,” said the speak- 
er. “The darkest spot in the world 
todav is America and the brightest 
and whitest spot in the world 
Russia. 
“! think many of us are looking 
forward to the time when America 
will be as good as Russia 1s today

American Dry Goods 
Much Lower in Norway 
Than in United States 


Christiania, March 21.—American 


repreSentatives are trying to repur- | 


chase dry goods and wearing ap- 
parel ught from the United States 
from 1918 to 1920 for re-export to 
the United States, as the prices of 
these commodities is 50 per cent 
lower than those now prevailing in 
the American markets. Immediate- 
ly after the war Norway was flooded 
with American dry goods and wear- 
ing apparel and Norwegian firms 
placed large orders in America for 
further delivery. 

The Norwegian embargo now in 
force prohibits such export as de- 
manded by the American representa- 
tives. Much of the American goods 
bought by Norwegian firms but not 
yet shipped from the. United States 
has been resold to Americans there, 
as the high dollar rate prevents its 
marketing here. The American ex- 
port market for Norway is virtually 
closed, as the Norwegians are now 
unable to buy American goods be- 
cause of the unfavorable rate of ex-

Associated Press.)—Samuel Gomp- 
ers, writing in the current issue of 
The American Federationist, asserts 
that labor’s non-partisan politica! 
fight will be aimed particularly at 
“defeat of those candidates who 
are enemies of labor.” 

“The fight is on,” the _ article | 
said. “Labor has no weapon but | 
the truth, no force but the force of | 
reason and argument... Its appeal is 
to the heart and brain of America. 
Its aim is the welfare of the 
American nation, the safeguarding 
of American democracy. 

“Labor’s partisanship in America 
has been to principles, not to par- 
ties or men.” 

Asserting that labor’s right hand 
had been “menaced by many pres- 
ent holders of political place,” Mr. 
Gompers. said the injunction process 
had been “abused” until it would 
“scarcely be recognized by its 
Originators.” 

“More than a year has passed,” 
he added, “since silence settled over 
the battlefields, yet in all that time 
not one measure of really constru- 
tive character has been placed on 
the nation’s statute books. ~ 

“The national machinery of gov- 
ernment seems to have been para- 
lyzed into either inaction or reac- 
tion by the cessation of hostilities. 
And never was the world so starved 
for great fundamental progress.” 

When the war ended, Mr. Gomp- 
ers said, “‘aspirations and ambition 
were purer throughout the world 
than ever before the time of our 
written history.” Faith in “the 
inherent goodness of democracy 
was sublime and complete,” he 
said, but “greed brushed al! this 
aside.”

Pierre, S. D., March 21.—(Special.) 
General Wood and;Senator Potndex- 
ter held their joint debate here Sat- 
urday evening. General Wood un- 
doubtedly got the honors of the eve- 
ning, although Senator Poindexter 
got as much satisfaction out of the 
occasion as any man ought to want. 
The senator was known to the audi- 
ence as an uncompromising bitter- 
ender in opposition to the league of 
nations, and in that role again and 
again got the approval of applause. 
But it was General Wood who had 
most reason to be grateful that the 
debate took place, ; 

: + Qualittes of Digness. 

The give and take of it brought 
out qualities of bigness in 
which had not been caHed out in set 
speeches that he has been making 
throughout the _§ state. He gave 
every evidence of being embarrassed 
and ill at ease at being drawn into 
a debate at all, and suayely tried to 
make it an occasion where one re- 
publican candidate for the presiden- 
cy makes one good republican 
speech, and another republican can- 
didate for the presidency makes an- 
other good republican speech, which 
Oesn’t at all disagree. That was 
plainly the general’s wish. 

But Senator Poindexter was feel- 
ing rather good and wanted a row, 
and in due course he got the row. 
Senator Poindexter has just re- 
ceived a telegram from Washing- 
ton announcing that his position 
on the league of nations had been 
vindicated, and that the league was 
dead. He felt, and felt truly, that 
this gave him justification for 
strutting a little. But when he 
strutted too far over on the gen- 
eral’s territory, he got a real come- 
back. This one spontaneous inci- 
dent of the evening was wholly and 
conspicuously to General Wood's 
credit. It was not to the discredit 
of Sentaor Poindexter at all—in 
fact, it did not arise over any point 
acutely at issue between the two 
men. But it came about in such a 
way as to show General Wood a 
big man and a courageous man, 
a man with convictions and willing 
to lose something in order to stand 
by his convictions; and the episode 
got for him the kind of cnthu- 
siastic and affectionate approval 
that goes out to a man who does 
an act of spontaneous courage. 

Poindexter Gave Geod Opening. 

Senator Poindetxer had been 
making it clear that he is opposed, 
not only to the league of nations, 
but to all traffic with Europe 
whatever. In expanding on this, 
he expressed his disapproval of 
the recent gift by congress of a 
hundred million dollars to Europe. 
With strong irony he contrasted 
congress’ easy generosity to Ku- 
rope with its niggardliness about 
giving a pension to the widow 
of a soldier. He said _ there 
were plenty of ways to spend that 
money in America. He enumerated 
the ways, and most of them were 
ways calculated to appeal 
audience of about the latitude and 
longitude of Pierre, S. D. 
that money could be spent here at 
home in building roads, in irri- 
gating dry prairies, in finishing the 
Alaska railroad, in building 
schools, providing farms for re- 
turned soldiers. All of these are 
things that the west wants, and 
the audience applauded them. 

This happened to come just at the 
clése of one of Senator Poindexter’s 
periods, and General Wood came 
forward to take his turn. @With a 
brusqueness that was close to an- 
ger, he said to the audience: “I re- 
fuse to believe that you are express- 
ing disapproval of a Christian act.

Are you people going 
to deny food and clothing to starv- 
ing Europe? If you.are, you are un- 
fit to live under the American 
flag.”

Berlin, March 21.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)\—The government of 
President Ebert, which left Berlin 
a week ago when Dr. Wolfgang 
Kapp and his recationary troops 
entered the city, is again in power 
in the capital.

In a tour 
by the correspondent, over a great 
part of the city, nowhere was sym- 
pathy with the reported plan of the 
communists to take over the gov- 
ernment evident.

The police and govern- 
ment troops are far too weak to 
do anything against superior num- 
bers and better armed men. 

Though the general .strike has 
terminated at some places, the dis- 
patch adds, there can be no ques- 
tions of a return to work under 
the circumstances. 

All was quiet in Frankfort on 
Sunday afternoon, says a dispatch 
to The London Times from Brussels, 
but there was continued turmoil, 
with loss: of life, reported in va- 
rious parts of the country. 

A dispatch to the same newspaper 
from Berlin timed 2:50 o’clock this 
morning, says the more truculent of 
the Baltic troops still hold various 
Berlin barracks.

Nothing makes a home look more. 
shabby and run down at the heel than | 
poor kitchen equipment and an un- 
sightly room; many simple and tri- 
vial things require but little expen- 
diture of cash and time to set rignt 
and make for an efficient kitchen. 

There are quite a number of little 
things that can easily be done by 
ithe housewife to help keep the lab- 
oratory Of the family in spick and 
span condition, and these add mate- 
rially to the appearance of this 
room. The gas range that is allowed 
to stand incrusted with dirt and 
grease gives poor and indifferent 
service. Remove the burners and 
top plate—place in boiling hot 
strong soapy water. and allow te 
‘stand until sufficiently cool to han- 
dle. Now scrape, using a blunt or 
putty knife—removing all the en- 
crusted grease-and dirt. Clean sur- 
face of range with cloth wrung fror 
warm, soapy water, rubbing dry 
with cloth: if oven is scaly anc 
rusty, use the petty knife to scrape, 
‘then rub with 10ry paper and 
finally give two : ats of aluminum. 
Let dry for one-half day and then 
light oven and burn off. If your 
oven, has glass in oven door and 
you cannot remove. discoloration 
with cleanser and damp cloth, scour 
with steel wool, the same kind you 
use for cleaning aluminum utensils. 
|This will remove every particle of 
' the discoloration. 

Poor, broken or dull knives in the 
kitchen are not only a menace to 
the houséwife’s disposition, but 
make it impossible to do good work. 
' Discard all that are unfit for use, 
replacing the necessary ones and 
then taking care of them. To throw 
i‘ Ikxnives that have wooden handles ia 
ithe sink or in a pan of water, not 
only spoils the handle, but ruins 
the Knife. 

Do not use knives around the 
range for turning food or cutting it, 
and then expect them to give you 
good -service. Heat destroys the 
temper of the steel, and then does 
not permit it take a keen elge when 
sharpened or to retain this edge for 
cutting purposes. 

Crusty, rusty or dirty teakettles 
are dangerous. To heat water to 
boiling point in utensils like this is 
to jeopardize the family health. Cof-

When food 
starts to boil, turn down the flame, 
so that the contents of the saucepan 
will cook gently; be sure there is 
sufficient water to cover food. Use 
a slow and moderate oven for all! 
baking and if you are apt to forget 
when foodis cooking, bring alarm 
clock out to kitchen and set it to 
ring alarm in time to remove food 
that is cooking. Gas is three times 
as intense as coal, so reduce heat at 
once after boiling point is reached.

‘t7nderstand, we are not recom- 
mending a method for completely 
eradicating the boll weevil, but a 
method that has been proven ef- 
fective in controlling and holding 
down the number of weevils 8v 
that the number of squares they 
destroy will not exceed much, if 
any, the number that will shed 
anyway and never produce fruit. | 

There is nothing difficult about | 
applying the poison. We_- use 
ordinary negro yabor. The only 
point is to havé them dust the 
plants thoroughly. The machines 
used for the purpose can be operat- 
ed by anybody. They are simple 
and easily worked.

site. 

The Floyd house jis located on 
Third street; between Mulberry and 
Cherry streets. In recent years the 
business houses occupying the 
lower floors have been the gather- 
ing places for people of Jones and 
Twiggs counties who come to Ma- 
con to do their trading. Most of 
the political campaigns of those 
two counties have been waged on 
the sidewalk in front of the old 


hotel building. 

Before the war, William Doody, 
joneer in dry goods business in 
Macon, was proprietor of thes 
Floyd house. When the war broke 
out the confederate states govern- 
ment took over the hotel and used 
it as a hospital and repository for 
commissary stores and medical 
supplies until the entry to Macon 
of General Wilson's army. In re- 
cent years the old building has 
been used as a tenement house, and 
many tragedies have been enacted 
there. The passing of the old build- 
ing removes one of the city’s old- 
est landmarks.

tablished an admirable precedent 
the other day when it found an al- 


leged auto speed maniac guilty of 
“assault with intent to commit mur- 
der” for running down and fright- 
fully injuring a boy on an Atlanta 
street last summer, and in fixing 
the punishment for the culprit at 
from two to three years on the 
chaingang. 

Local criminal court records are 
cluttered with notations of convic- 
tions in connection with offenses 
sinfllar to this one, the offenders 
usually being found guilty of 
“speeding,” or “reckless driving,” 
“gross carelessness,” etc., and per- 
mitted to buy their way to freedom 
by the payment of a prescribed 
amount of money in the form of 
fines. 

The only noticeabie result has 
been a constant increase of motor 
“accidents” and a corresponding 
cheapening of human life and limb 
on Atlanta’s thoroughfares. 

Recently, however, Solicitor Boy- 
kin announced the adoption of a 
new policy; that thenceforth 
speeders and violators of the traf- 
fic laws would be proceeded against 
as would-be murderers, or as mur- 
derers, according to the physical 
consequences of “accidents” at- 
tributable to such violations of law. 

In the case just disposed of, the 
defendant, a taxi driver, sought to 
make time by dodging around and 
ahead of two other automobiles in 
one of the congested streets; and 
in doing so his car struck and des- 
perately wounded a lad who was 
riding a bicycle. 

It is not likely, of course, that 
the guilty autoist entertained any 
deep-seated “intent” to commit 
murder in this instance; but it is 
certain that, after the thinking he 
will do during the next two or 
three years, once he again takes 
charge of a steering wheel he will 
have formed a deliberate and irre- 
vocable “intent” to be careful 
where and how he drives. 

And, better still, knowledge of 
his plight is intended to have a 
most sobering and healthful effect 
upon the minds of all other drivers 
of automobiles who are predisposed 
to recklessness and to disregard 
the rights and the welfare and hap- 
piness of other users of our public 
streets and highways. 

Solicitor Boykin is to be com- 
mended for the position he has 
taken with reference to this sort of 
crime; and the outcome of the first 
case to be tried under the new 
policy is most reassuring to the 
general -public. 


“CLEAN-UP” DAY. 

In successfully staging a “clean- 
up” day program, and by its man- 
ner of procedure, the little city 
of St. Marys has set an example 
which every other civic community 
of corresponding size and import- 
ance in Georgia might emulate 
with profit. 

The day’s observance was under 
the direction of the local civic 
-league—the counterpart of which 
organization should exist in every 
community—and was in every way 
a success, even beyond original ex- 
péctations. 

According to the news reports of 
what took place, “not only was a 
general clean-up day observed, but 
numerous improvements were made 
on the principal streets,” such as 
widening and smoothing rough 
places in the thoroughfares, the 
laying of new sidewalks, the plant- 
ing of trees, etc., all of which is 
_ ealeulated to make life brighter 


| and happier in the town, add to its 
attractiveness as a residential and 
a business center and at the same 
time enhance its property values. 

And the monetary cost attached 
to such activities when borne by 
the citizens en masse is burden- 
some to no ‘one; and, weighed 
against the benefits resulting it is 
not worth considering. 

In this instance each property 
owner was assessed fifty cents by 
the civic league, the money going 
inf? a fund out of which the ex- 
penses incident to “clean-up day” 
—including barbecue, presumably, 
of course—were defrayed, and with 
which the improvements that were 
begun but could not be completed 
in a single day will be carried to 
completion. 

That sort of enterprise makes for 
“a good town and a live one;” 
every other ambitious and civicly- 
proud Georgia town would do well 
by bestowing upon St. Marys the 
“sincerest form of flattery,” which, 
according to the sage, is “imita- 
tion.” 


POWER IN TEAM-WORK. 
Mr. R. K. Rambo expressed a 


volume of truth when he said, ad- 
dressing a “group meeting” of At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce mem- 
bers the other day, that “There is 
nothing that cannot be done by 
3,300 men and women (in Atlanta) 
if they work together in a spirit of 
co-operation.” 


He is right; for the power of 
that many purposeful, enterprising, 
public-spirited men and women, all 
pulling together and in singleness 
of mind and purpose, is tre- 
mendous. It is the power that lies 
in team-work and “team-thought” 
on a broad scale. 

Its possibilities of accomplish- 
ment lie not so much in the 
strength of that number of citizens, 
operating either individually or en’ 
masse, as in the influence of such 
manifestation of purpose, and its 
effect in enlisting the encourage- 
ment, support and aid of other 
citizens who otherwise would re- 
main inactive and indifferent to- 
ward the conditions existing in 
their city. 

The point is that each of those 
3,000 men and women has his or 
her circle of friends, who, likewise, 
would be induced to join in and 
put shoulders to the wheel once the 
original group—organized into a 
compact team, with minds harmon- 
ized, forces co-ordinated and pur- 


.pose concentrated upon a common 


objective—takes the initiative, calls 
for volunteers and leads the way 
in uccordance with a definite pre- 
arranged and well-matured plan of 
campaign. 

It is precisely that sort of ‘work 
and that type of spirit that Atlanta 
needs right now worse than it 
needs anything else. 

And it is that to which Atlanta 
must look for an ultimate solution 
of her many civic problems that 
now. seem to be so perplexing. 


AN AWKWARD MACHINE. 

All over the country, from coast 
to coast and from the Great Lakes 
to the Gulf, press and public are 
damning the income tax; not so 
much the principle underlying it, 
however, as the manner employed 
in administering it 

“Everybody,” said The New York 
Times, a few days before the final 
date of making returns under the 
law, “is fuming over income tax 
blanks;” and at about the same 
time The San Francisco Chronicle 
said of the income tax machine 
that “it is as awkward a contriv- 
ance as ingenuity could suggest.” 
The Chronicle, further says that 
“the schedules as prepared are 
shocking; few seem to be able cor- 
rectly to compute their own income 
taxes;” and “income taxpayers 
who in good faith desire to make 
correct returns are never sure that 
they are through with the job’— 
or, it might truthfully have added, 
that they are not in danger of pun- 
ishment on a technical charge of 
defrauding the government because 
of unintentional errors in their 
sworn tax statements. 

The income tax machinery is in- 
tricate to a degree wholly unnec- 
essary. 

It is full ®f complexities, stum- 
bling blocks and pitfalls, to such 
an extent that no citizen, other 
than an expert accountant who h 
made a particular study of it, is 
able to fill out his return blanks 
and feel satisfied in his own mind 
that he has done so properly. 

All of which is not due to any 
defect in the income tax principle, 
but chargeable only to faulty ad- 
ministration of the law and its nat- 
ural tendency to create public dis- 
satisfaction with and opposition to 
the law itself. 

There is now almost a year in 
which congress,-or whoever is re- 
sponsible for the income tax forms 
in use, can make whatever changes 
may be necessary to simplify the 
machine and bring its operations 
within the scope of ordinary hu- 
}man understanding. 

That is what should be done, and 
without unnecessary loss of time.

Cotton Shippers Should Not 
Purchase Damaged Cotton

Editor Constitution: If the cot- 
ton shippers ‘would refuse to pur- 
chase damaged cotton from the 
country warehouses,.then the coun- 
try warehousemen would refuse to 
purchase damaged cotton from the 
farmers, thereby eliminating the 
nuisance of haVing damaged cotton 
on the market. There is no pay in 
handling damaged cotton. It is an 
extra expense thrust upon the ship- 
pers, by the farmers and country 
warehousemen not having enough 
shelter to protect their cotton from 
bad weather. While some farmers 
and warehousemen leave their cot- 
ton exposed to bad weather pur- 
posely, thinking that they can get 
more for it if it is wet. 

Generally there are two kinds of 
damagea cotton. ey | damaged 
from being exposed to bad weather 
and rain and the other from water 
pack. Most water_packs are caused 
from a bucket of Water being pour- 
ed in the gin box, that is where the 
water pack shows up only from the 
inside. This shows clearly that 
water has been poured into the bale. 
The cost of putting a water-packed 
bale in condition is about 60 cents. 
The cost of drying the damaged 
cotton, the cost of making out 
claims is an extra expense and 
trouble which does not pay the 
shipper, but causes him to lose 
money on cotton that he paid 41 to 
42 cents a pound for and has to 
sell for 3 and 4 cents to the junk 
dealers.

Attack Upon Poland Result 
Of Anglo-American Policy

The bolshevist attack upon Poland 
is the logical and inevitable conse- 
quence of Anglo-American policy 
pursued in the east of Europe at 
and since the Paris conference. It 
is the result of an effort to apply 
rigidly and unintelligently that 
principle of self-determination, 
which in the west of Europe we 
have not applied with anything like 
the, same rigidity. Underlying ail 
else has been the notion that if the 
Poles were only restricted to the 
narrowest possible areas—to those 
areas in which the majerity were 
Poles, and even where the majority 
were Poles—plebiscites were pro- 
vided on the smallest excuse, neither 
Germany nor Russia would: ever 
again attack the Polish people. 

But the Poles, on their side, with 
the menace of bolshevism in front 
of them, have sought, frequently 
with allied approval, hastily given 
and later with equal haste with- 
drawn, to occupy an area in which 
the population is at least Polish in 
part, and in all of which Poland 
ruled, before the notorious parti- 
tions, and this to prevent the arrival 
of the enemy at the center of their 
own territories. 

In the case of the Germans, con- 
quered and held in complete sub- 
jection by reason of the threat of 
the blockade, we have authorized 
the French and the Belgians, rein- 
forced by British and American 
contingents, to give the thing the 
color of an allied operation, to oc- 
cupy the left bank of the Rhine 
and also certain bridgeheads across 
the Rhine for a period of years. But 
we have denied the Poles any such 
daily 
becoming stronger and encouraged 
to attack the Poles by the endless 
stream of anti-Polish comment ap- 
pearing in allied journals, particu- 
larly in Britain and the United 
States. 


350,000 TROOPS 
ON POLE FRONTIER. 

Today the bolshevists have con- 
centrated some 350,000 troops on the 
Polish frontier with the avowed 
Purpose of invading Poland and 
breaking down the Polish state, 
which stands between Russia and 
the chaos of the middle of Europe, 
and in the face of this menace; the 
western world, British and America 
has been redoubling its demand that 
the Poles should retire from the de- 
batabel districts, thus bringing the 
enemy to their very doors, on the 
chance that thus mollified, the bol- 
shevists would stop and make peace. 

It is an odd circumstance how 
short memories are. Exactly this 
course was pursued by the French 
in July, 1914, when French armies 
were ordered not to approach within 
ten kilometers of the German fron- 


tier in the tense days before war 
was declared, to avoid giving Ger- 
many any offense. Yet the conse- 
quence of this policy was not the 
preservation of peace, but the oc- 
cupation by Germany, throughout 
the war, of the Briey iron district, 
almost invaluable as a source of 
raw material. At the very least, 
France could have put these mines 
out of commission, with evil conse- 
quences for the enemy. 


We and the British have drawn 
an arbitrary line on the east side 
of the old Russian Poland and de- 


clared. this to be the future Polish 
frontier. It bears no relation to 
the lfmes of communication or to the 
strategic circumstances, which are 
of utmost importance, at least until 
it becomes clear whether the bol- 
shevistS8s mean to make peace or 
war. This frontier is scores of 
miles inside the frontiers of Poland, 
not merely before the partition of 
1772, but also of that of 1793. 


In addition we have dented the 
Poles actual control of their single

.pert of Danzig, we. have insisted 
“Sipon plebscites in Upper _ Silesia, 
where the population is undeniably 
Polish, and we have permitted the 
Germans many months in whijch to 
carry on a policy of terrorization in 
these regions as a preparation for 
the consultation of the free will of 
the inhabitants, we have ordered 
plebiscites in East Prussia, where 
the people are Slav beyond debate, 
we have denied the Poles control 
of the main Dansiz-Warsaw rail- 
way. 
GRANT TO ITALY 
DENIED TO POLAND. 

But while we have done this we 
have consented, through the presi- 
dent, to drawing the “Wilson's line” 


in the Tyrol and in the hinterland 
of Trieste in suck fashion as to 
put under Italian rule, against the 
|will of the populations, 250,000 Ger- 
mans and upwards of 500,000 Slo- 
venians. We have, then, conceded 
the’ legitimacy of Italian strategic 
necessities, but’ denied them to the 
Poles, although the Poles face a 
commen @€nemy. while no immediate 
danger threatens the Italians. 


Exactly the reason for American 
hostility to Poland, to the creation 
of a strong and viable Poland, is 


hard to discover. It is doubtful if 
the average American is even aware 
of the fact that he is contributing 
to the ruin of the new’Polish state 
and that in his name frontiers have 
been drawn and imposed on. the 
Poles which make the country inde- 
fensible. His championship of the 
rights of the White Russian and 
the Red Russian, against the Poles, [ 
is certainly vicarious. 


The’ doctrine of self-determina- 
tion, not accepted in thé least by 
the British or the American nations, 


so far as their own territories are 
concerned, is being applied in the 
east of Europe in such fashion as 
to insure new wars and new world 
disturbances. One can imagine the 
enthusiasm our ancestors -would 
have had, should the peace which 
at last gave us freedom have been 
hedged about by provisions for the 
self-determination of the North 
American Indian in the hinterland 
of the new country. One can imag- 
ine what our grandfathers would 
have felt, and thé territory taken 
from Mexico, after the Mexican war 
been subjected to a plebiscite in| 
which the voters would have been, | 
in a majority, the scattered Span- | 
ish and half-breed populations. 


Now between the “Wilson line” at | 
the Bug and the old Polish frontier | 
of 1793, before the second partition, | 


laving aside the Lithuanian regions, | 
there is a debatable land, war- |! 
swept and inhabited by mixed races, | 
in which the Polish element, con-' 
cededly in the minority, is still the! 
ruling and the educated class. With- 
out this land, Poland. is doomed to 
ultimate destruction, to be ground 
to pieces between the German and 
Russian millstones. And if the 
Poles are now compelled to evacu- 
ate this regiqn, it will serve as the 
basis for immediate bolshevist at- 
tacks. a 

Certainly no American interest is 
served in the extinction of Poland, 
‘no American end is advanced by 


opening the road for bolshevism, or 
for Russian nationalism to return 
to Warsaw. If sentimental consid- 
erations no longer have material 
weight, still it is worth recalling} 
that in the American revolution, 
Poles played a distinguished and | 
useful part. All of which may not 
be an argument for our supporting 
Poland by arms, but is it not a reap 
son for preferring not to interfere 
in Poland to the ruin of the new na- 
tion? 

At all events, Americans should 
umderstand that American policy, 
with British, explains the newest 
bolshevist invasion of Poland.

The other day | hap- 
pened to pass a billiard room and 
I saw 50 or more men and boys, 
mostly boys. A few were playing 
and the others, looking on. It was 
a bitter cold day and they were evi- 
dently driven there largely by try- 
ing to keep warm. Now, not one 
of these boys had any business there 
and they should have been denied 
admission. But where are they 
to g0? 

Mrs. Huguley gives in her very 
fine letter a graphic description of 
the home of ,young' Berryhill:

Following is the political sit- 
uation in Iowa, another of the 
special series of articles for 
every state in the union, writ- 
ten in an impartial and non- 
partisan manner by Mr. Hollo- 
mon, repreesenting The Consti- 
tution in Washington: 


By James A. Hollomeon. 

Washington, March 21.—(Special.) 
The labor vote has the politicians of 
both parties guessing in Iowa. With 
a warm senatorial race pending, a 
stiff gubernatorfal fight already on, 
and various and. sundry other con- 
tests incubating, the results of the 
recent city elections in Burlington 
and Fort Madison, in which the la- 
bor candidates for mayor were over_ 
whelmingly elected, have set up a 
general surprise from which the old- 
timers have not yet recovered. 

In state and national elections 
Iowa is normally republican, and 
yet it is not rock-ribbed, and in the 
last race for governor, 1918, Gov- 
ernor Harding only won over Por- 
ter, democrat, by 14,000 votes in 
round numbers in a total of nearly 
$50,000 cast; in 1916 Wilson receiv- 
ed 221,699 votes to Hughes’ 280,439, 
a majority for Hughes, republican, 
of nearly 60,000, and yet it is a 
notable fact that Iowa is debatable, 
and, with this year’s strong labor 
element that is largely counted 
upon for the democratic party in 
the national election this fall, it is 
not by any means a foregone con- 
clusion that the republicans will 
carry the electorial vote to the col- 
lege. 

The state primary in on June 7. 
This will nominate the candidates 
for the senate and for governor. 
The running so fat is entirely for 
the republican nominations, the 
democrats awaiting the national 
party affairs to shape themselves 
with some degree of certainty be- 
fore entering actively into the state 
campaigns. 

The Senatorial Race. 

The senatorial race is for a suc- 
cessor to Senator Albert B. Cum- 
mins, particularly famous now be- 
cause of having been the recog- 
nized author of the senate railroad 
control bill. The bill, of course, was 
the composite creation of many 
minds, but Senator Cummins, as 
chairman of the senate committee 
on interstate commerce, had to as- 
sume the title role, and any penal- 
ties inflicted upon him by the rea- 
son of this—particularly on the part 
of organized labor in Iowa—will be 


held. Let it be understood, however, 
that Cummins is a member particu- 
larly well versed in railroad mat- 
ters, and the Cummins bill reflected 
many hard days’ work on the part 
of the lowan. 

That organized labor in Iowa will 
fight Senator Cummins for the anti- 
strike cause of the senate bill, which 
was finally elimifated in confer- 
ence, 1s a foregone conclusion. That 
it is organized politically, as well 
as unionized, is evidenced by the 
jandslides in Burlington and Fort 
Madison city elections. Just what 
the result will be in the state, 
therefore, is so problematical that 
no one dares at this writing to ven- 
ture a forecast.

“Ethonologists say that the so- 
called animal dances originated in 
the stories which tribal braves told 
around their camp fires to illus- 
trate their adventures and the ac- 
tions of their prey during the hunt. 

“Travelers in the South seas 
found the primitive peoples of the 
Society Islands engaging in pas- 
times which they believe had a 
Similar origin.

Valgcr and Jacobs are usinzs 
every effort to get Jonunany Kilbane 


into a ring for twenty rounds, 
with the championship of the 
world as the stakes. So :ar oanny 
has not jumped at the chance of 
lacing his already somewhat wob- 
ly crgwn in a more »resarious po- 
sition, and therefore, the efforts of 
the French boy have been rather 
unfruitful. 

However, it has been sai that .if 
Valget decisively and completely 
licks Lawler he will have his 
yearned-for chance for the feather- 
weight plum, for Kilbane has 
agreed to mect Valger in a tong 
bout if the Frenchman humbies the 
Nebraska boy.

So Judge Johnson of Atlanta’s 
police court grows reminiscent as 
he hears a complaint against L. T. 
Bates, an old Atlanta bar-keep and 
once an efficient member of the 
Atlanta police force—goes back 
to live again in the good old happy 
days Of the past, of his young man-« 
hood! 

But as the judge reminisces, why 
doesn’t he do it like he does every- 
thing else—truthfully and honesgt- 
ly? Why doesn’t he tell the full 
story? Why tell part of the story 
and then cut short without the “to 
be continued?” 

When he brings up Corbett and 
Bates inthe same breath, why 
doesn't he tell about the meeting 
between the two—why- escape 
description of that fight in which 
he was a part by Saying that the 
sight of Bates so scared Corbett 
that he declined to enter the ring 
with the Atlanta Hercules? Maybe 
it was Judge Johnson’s great’ pride 
in everything Atlanta that stopped 
his reminiscences sat. the wrong 
jumping off place. 

It was back about ’95, when At- 
lanta was in the very midst of one 
of its greatest expositions that Jim 
Corbett headed this way on tour. 
The Venable brothers had built for 
that exposition Atlanta’s biggest 
theater and it had been christened 
The Trocadero. It was located on 
Marietta at Forsyth street, the site 
of the old state capitol, and now 
the home of the Transportation 
building. 

Bates was then in his prime. He 
stood 6 feet without a shoe heel un- 
der him and weighed 180 pounds. 
He was square of shoulder, full and 
round and deep of chest with a 
most perfectly developed set of 
muscles from crown to sole. There 
was no finer looking man in the 
state than that Bates and in white 
jacket and white apron behind a 
bar his very appearance made a man 
want a drink. And what a cock- 
tail, any brand, what a whisky sour

Not the great. professional 
baseball players have been consid- 
ered as valuable as Ruth, Speaker 
and Collins, the transfer of whom 
from their various clubs brought 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
There were three great second 
basemen not only ago acquired by 
their clubs without any expendi- 
ture to speak of, 

I refer to the days when Eddie 
Collins was the crack second base- 
man of the Athletics, when Johnny 
Evers was the star of the Cub in- 
field and Jack Miller had charge of 
the St. Louis Cardinals. 

These three great players who 
cost the first clubs they played for 
nothing turned out leaders in their 
positions. 

To Evers was due the unprece- 
dented occurrence of two teams be- 
ing tied for first place at the end of 
a National league season. 
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Miller, by bolstering up the infield 
of the Pirates, helped them greatly 
in their march to the pennant. 
Coached by the great Hans Wag- 
ner, Jack developed into one of the 
best second basemen the game ever 
knew. posed 

In his first season in fast com- 
pany Miller had an average of .953 
and a batting average of .279. 
Eddie Collins proved to be a won- 
der in 1909, and Connie Mack was 
congratulated on picking up such a 
fine young player. It’s rare for a 
newcomer to make the  ObDrilliant 
showing that this youngster made. 
Not since the season of 1901 had 
any player in the American league 
challenged the famous Lajoie for 
the title of premier second baseman 
of the organization, and Collins was 
first to displace him. 


Larry Lajoie, second 
basé€man whose position as leader 
in that position in the American 
league was taken by Collins and 
who replaced the latter on the Ath- 
letic infield when Collins’ release 
was sold to Chicago, went to the 
Cleveland club for a trifle. 

Lajoie was a cab driver and fol- 
lowed baseball as a side line until 
a wise manager saw the good that} 
was in him. 

Still another player who cost his 
club little or nothing and who made 
good from the jump was Babe 
Adams, once the Pirates" young 
pitcher, who proved such a great 
puzzle to Detroit's hard hitters in

That 
feature of the card simply taxed 
that great auditorium -and Bates 
was received with wild applause 
when he brought his perfect speci- 
men of manhood into the ring. Now 
here’s just where Judge Johnson 
quits reminiscing. It’s true Sam 
Venable, Tom Miller and I were in 
Bates’ corner and we both saw to it 
that he got a square deal over 
Billy Delaney in Corbett’s corner. 
So far, the judge’s memory § runs 
true to form. But right there he 
shows himself a rank quitter. Why 
go on and tell that he 
was Bates’ bottle holdér that night 
and that when Sam Venable and I 
ealled for: the bottle in the third 
round the bottle, not Judge John- 
son, turned up empty—and poor 
Bates lost? 

But then, I don’t know that any- 
one ever accused Judge Johnson of 
gding the whole hog. Still, Judge 
Johnson always got there, and does 
yet, just like he did way, way, way 
back yonder when he played base- 
ball with Charley Collier, Bill 
Sparks, Tom Clayton, Smith Clayton, 
Tom Johnson and that crowd that 
cut the showman’s monkey’s tail off 
hecause the showman. had dressed 
the poor old monk in ae United 
States flag back there in the mid- 
'60s—too soon after the civil 
war. 

Bates did face Corbett, that’s the 
point I want to make, and he stayed 
into the third round—just because 
Corbett was willing to look at 
Bates’ smiling, pleasant face that 
long. ' ’ 
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to his team in the importa 
for the world’s honors his firs 
in fast company. 

To the surprise of the wise ones, 
however, Adams was the only Pi- 
rate twirler who was capable of 
holding the leash on Detroit, and it 
was due chiefly to his great work 
that the Tigers were dragged in the 
dirt of defeat. 

In recognition of his work, Babe 
was presented with an extra check 
for $1,269, given to him by his 
teammates and the admiring Pitts- 
burg fans. That was a pretty nice 
finish for the first season of a 
young player who up to that time 
was comparatively unknown. 

When Hal Chase, the phenomenal 
young first sackKer, went from the 
California baseball fields to the 
New York American league club, 
Frank: Farrell, then the president of 
that organization, paid only $750 
for his release. ° 

Soon, however, Chase developed 
into the greatest first baseman in 
either of the big leagues. His bat- 
tinge and fielding were phenomenal 
from the start.

Nelson, always noted for his 
shrewdness in the ring, has turned 
out to be just as shrewd about 
financial matters as he ever was 
with regard to glove affairs. Bat 
was figured to be down and out sev- 
eral years ago, because he tried to 
eke out a living with an alleged 
vaudeville of very questionable 
merit. Many times since Nelson 
quit the ring, the fans and critics 
have asked what became of his 
fortune, and just as many times the 
answer has been made that he had 
lost staggering amounts in oi] wells, 
gold mines and other worthless 
schemes—and Bat always admitted 
the ‘‘misfortune.” 

“Papa” Nelgon, however, looked 
after his son’S interests. Early in 
Nelson’s ring career, the father took 
acertain portion of Bat’s ring earn- 
ings. He took it with the under- 
standing that upon his death it 
would be turned over to Bat. Other 
members of the Nelson family 
agreed to the arrangement. Now 
Bat reaps the reward of his father’s 
foresightedness and, accordingly, he 
has given up his theatrical ambi- 
tions to return to Hegewisch and 
Chicago to look after varied inter- 
ests in which the father invested. 

Nelson makes no apologies for the 
stunt that saved his coin. He says 
his father did far more with the 
money than he would have been 
able to do, Bat realizes it would 
have been a difficult thing for him 
to have kept his fortune intact dur- 
ing his many rambles about the 
country. When he had money, some 
of his ring friends of former days 
never ceased to follow him, and on 
many of them he has spent sums of 
sizable amounts he can never hope 
to receive. ‘ 

“By letting father have the monéy 
I made his declfning days happy and 
also providéd for myself. I receive

Wannamaker Says Crop. 
Is Five Weeks Late and |

Columbia, S. C.. March 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—J. S. Wannamaker, president 
of the American Cotton association, 
today that the associa- 
tion has asked congress to order a 
recount of the surplus cottton in the 
country to see how much of it is 
and that a resolution to 
this end will be introduced at once 
by Senator Smith. 

Mr. Wannamaker also made pub- 
lie the first report of the American 
Cotton association for 1920, and de- 
clared that it revealed startlingly 
bullish conditins. A canvass of the 
belt, he said, showed that prepara- 
tions for the 1920 crop are at least 
weeks late: that labor is ex- 
tremely short; that the mild winter,

Each season there 
is a discrepancy between the supply and 
distribution figures of cotton amounting 
in the average to about 200,000 bales, as 
shown by the census department in their 
regular bulletins.
